Pursuant to the provisions of Section 302 of the National Security 
Act of l&kl 9 as emandod, and for the purposes enunciated in paragraphs 
(d) and (a) thereof , the National Security Council hereby authorizes and 
directs that the following policies, duties and ro spcnRih3.il tie s will 
govern the conduct of United States intelligence activities in the interest 
of national security. The rocoasendations of the Central intelligence Agency* 
required by Section 102 (d)(2); co. matters concerning such intelligence 
activities of the Qororomsnt departments and agencies ns relate to national 
security, ’Kill, when approved ty the National Security Council, Issue* as 
ansg®rimsata or supplements to this Directive* 

I. Jurisdiction 

1. The jurisdiction of the Central Intelligence Agency esribraoes 
all intelligence activities of the Qove rorao nt relating to the national 
security. The Central Intelligence Agency shall have no police, subpoena, 
or lea? enforcement powers, or internal security functions. 

H« Tbe Director of Central IhtollAgenca and the Contra! Intelli- 
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lo The Director of Central Intelligence shall function ^within 
his jurisdiction as the intelligence officer of t he National Security 
Council ®d as its esccutiro agent for the purpose of coor dinating the 
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intelMganc© activities of lie several depart men-ts and agencies 
of tlisi QoTroimaant» 

2 0 Tbs necessary authority is hereby delegated by tho 
ambers of the KatdLoaal Security Council to i'far Director of Central 
Intelliganca, so that his decisions, orders end directiveE concerning 
the intelligence activities of the %reraiaa*t chall be connidered as 
©aiamtisg £ roa them, in their executive capacity,, and shall have 
full force sad effect as such, provided that agy agency shall hav© 
access, through appropriate channels, to the National Security 
Council, in cosmectlca with such directives, 

3* The Director of Central Intelligences or represmtatives

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HIo Coordination of Intelligence Activities 

1, Coordination of intaLligenca activities by the Central 
Intelligence Agency shall be designed primarily to strengthen th® 
entire governmental intelligence structure and to achieve a fully 
integrated United States intelligence effort in objective support 
of policy planning, strategic planning, and operational decisions 
at all appropriate levels within the Government 0 A fully integrated 
intelligence effort is considered to mean that* 

a, the Intelligence production effort of Hie Central 
Intelligence Agency and the departmental intelligence agencies 
is continuously oriented toward the requirements of United 
States national security interests and objectives. 

b, the intelligence collection and source exploitation 
effort of the Central Intelligence Agency and the other 
intelligence agencies effectively meets the requirements of 
the intelligence production effort. 

c„ all categories of intelligence requirements bearing on 
the national security are specifically identified and defined 
and the responsibilities for collection and production are 
appropriately allocated throu^iout the governmental intelligence 
structure,, 

do the interchange of intelligence, intelligence information, 
and other information which has utility for intelligence purposes 
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la effected between the Central Intelligence Agency and the 
other intelligence agencies trader appropriate security pro- 
visions prescribed by the Director of Central Intelligence « 

2 0 The Central Intelligence Agency shall be responsible for 
the coordination of intelligence activities to mee-s the foregoing 
objectives* and is authorized to employ such measures as the 
Director of Central Intelligence deems necessary in order to fulfill 
tills responsibility* 

3o In accordance Kith Section 303 of the National Security 
Act of 19U7, as amended, the Director of Central Intelligence may 
appoint such advisory committees and employ such part-time advisory 
personnel as he may deem necessary in carrying out the functions 
of the Agency* 

17* Production and Dissemination of Intelligence c»f the Central 
Ihtelli^^ce^gency 

1, National intelligence is that intelligence needed at the 
appropriate levels of the Government, in the formulation and execution 
of national policies* Rational Intelligence shall V)® produced only 
by the Central Intelligence Agency, and shall be produced primarily 
fear the President and the National Security Council ; end for other 
departments and agencies of the Government as appropriate* In the 
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production of National Intelligence, the Central Intelligence 
Agency may draw upon and review the intelligence production of 
the departmental intelligence agencies » The Director of Central 
Intelligence will not be bound by any concept of collective 
responsibility in the production of National Intelligence, as he 
has the direct and sole responsibility for such production, 

2o The Central Intelligence Agency shall also produce* 
a, intelligence in fields of common concern:-., which it 
determi nes can be more efficiently produced centrally} and 

b 0 intelligence not otherwsie available which is required 
to support the Central Intelligence Agency production and 
operations as well as those of other appropriate governmental 
agencies o 

3o Whenever the Central Intelligence Agency deems it advisable, 
the Agency may, prior to publication for general dissemination, 
request the appropriate departmental intelligence agencies to examine 
Central Intelligence Agency reports and estimates for the purpose of 
ascertaining departmental views on aspects which are related to their 
respective Individual departmental, or agency intelligence interests. 
Intelligence so examined shall carry a statement of agency concurrence 
therein, or a comment 'which sets forth the substantial points of 
difference} provided* that delays in the receipt by the Central Intel- 
ligence Agency of such comments shall not bar the timely dissemination 
of national intelligence, 
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lio The Central fetolllgence Agency shall disseminate as it 
deems appropriate^ intelligence and information la its possession 
to the Prosidmtj, members of the Eatlcnal Secujd.%- Council and to 
other departments and agencies of the (kyr er nmant whenever such 
dissemination is appropriate to their function: rolatdae to ih© 
national security* Such dissemination shall be he do under security 
regulations and procedures established by the Director of Central 
intelligence* 

So The Director of Central intelligence m ay exchange Intemgence 
and intelligence information with appropriate repiesontatires of foreign 
govemsients in accordance with established policies,, 

Additiona l Responsibilities of the Ce ntral Intelligence Agency 
1* Central Intelli genes Agency shall perform, for the 
benefit of the intelligence organisations of the Government? such 
additional services of common concern as the national Security 
Jrfpuacil determines can. bo more efficiently acccmmllshed cenirallyj 
and such other .functions and duties related to .intelligence affecting 
the national security as the Hational Security Oonuo.il may from time 
to time direct* 

2* Ihe Director of Centra}. Intelligence may make arrangements 
wi-^i the respective departments and agencies to assist to the Central 
Intelligence Agency such ©stperisneed and qualified officers and 
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members aa may be of advantage for advisory, operational, or other 
purposes, 1 b addition to such poreonml aa the Director of Central 
Intelligence may directly ernplcy. In each case, six* departed 
personnel will be subject to the necessary person procedures of 
the Central Intelligence Agency and the depart concerned. Such 
perscnnel must be acceptable to the Central InteLli^e Agency and 
responsible solely to the Director of Central Intelligence during 
the period of their assigsmanto

1 . subject to the special proviso of Section. 102^) of the 
national Security Act of 19h7s 38 amended, regarding the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, all departments and. fiReoeusa oi «ie Gomra- 
ment shall make available to the Central Intelligence Agency aU 
intelligence, intelligence information and other- infanwrtion itauSa 
has utility for intelligence purposes in their possession. Sucu 
material shall be made available to the Central in teiligence Agency 
regardless of its source. To this end, the ac-cniied ”mird Aff»sy 
RuLe% vhich provides that classified utfcn^tooa originating in one 
a^ncy afaall not be disseminated outside the rocairing agency rn.fa.wH, 
the consent of the m'iginating agency, is specific ally abrogated 
insofar as the Central Intelligence Agency is com^med.

3ha.ll. maintain ’with th© Central Intelligence Agency and with each 
other s as appropriate to their respective responsibilities., a 
continuing interchange of intelligence information and intelligence 
available to them« "Operational" information and scientific 9 
technological, diplomatic , and other information which has utility 
for intelligence purposes is included in this directive, as veil 
as information available only tinder special security handling 
restrictions o Th© flow of such material shall be immediate, 
spontaneous and ccsuprebemive 0 

3° In eases where the originating agency requests that special 
security considerations govern the dissemination of specific material 
to third agencies, such requests will be given the maximum considera- 
tion by the Central Intelligence Agency and shall be complied with 
to the maximum extent which the Director of Central. Intelligence 
shall determine is compatible with the national seciurity, 

lie The departments and agencies of the Government shall provide, 
produce or collect such intelligence and information in their fields 
of primary responsibility as th© Central Intelligence Agency may’ 
request, for its use or that of one of the other departments or 
agencies 0 Upon determination by the Central Intelligence Agency 
that any department or agency so requested does not have the 
capability to fulfill such a request, the Central. Intelligence 
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Agency shall take direct action to meet its needs * Within the 
limit® of their capab ilities , the departments aai agencies 
provide* produce or collect such additional intelligence sad infomar- 

tion in other fields as may be requested by the Central Intelligence 
Agency* 

i>® la order that the Central Intelligence Agency may adequately 
discharge its responsibilities to the President and the National 
Security Council, timely departmental action in nesting Central 
Intelligence Agency commitments and deadlims is imperative* Open 
specific request of the .Director of Central Intelligence, first 
priority shall be given by each department or agency to his requirements 
for collection, production, and the comments on Central Intelligence 
Agency reports and estimates* 
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
